It is my belief that wamning labels and
refrigeration rules are not adequate. Instead, the problem must be addressed at its roots with production
level safeguards, one being the prohibition of forced molting. By addressing the problem where it begins,
we would be better able to effectively prevent a good deal of salmonella bacteria from being passed on to
the consumer since it is at this point that the salmonella bacteria has its opportunity to infect eggs.

Therefore, I urge you to seriously consider production level safeguards and not just wamning labels and
